Despite initial negative student re 
actions, Gullfest seems to have gar 
nered good reviews this year. 

The three-band concert, held last 
Sunday on the Intramural Fields, was 
talked about with some skepticism 
earlier when students felt event or- 
chestrators in the Student Organiza 
tion for Activity Planning were 
ignoring their musical tastes. 

Alternative rock band Fools For 
Rowan, pop duo Karmin, and alter-

Trees were chosen for the line-up 
even though most students voted for 
a hip-hop/rap artist for the concert. 

Erin Mullins, lead singer of Fools 
for Rowan, fed off her bandmates’ 
energy as the Nashville group kicked 
off the concert. They performed sev 
eral songs including “Burnt Around 
the Edges.” Mullins encouraged the 
audience to pick up their free EP at 
the band’s tent. 

Students moved closer to the stage 
when Karmin, including singer Amy 
Heidemann and pianist Nick Noo 


nan, started their set. The engaged 
duo performed “TI Told You So” and 
“Coming Up Strong.” 

The audience cheered with excite- 
ment when they performed their 
cover of Chris Brown’s “Look At Me 
Now,” which has over 60 million 
views on YouTube. 

Heidemann’s fast-paced rapping, 
animated facial expressions and 
dance moves hyped up the crowd. 


The audience clapped and sang along 


to their hit single “Brokenhearted,”

Debate on access to 
birth control wages on

From the time American ac- 
tivist Margaret Sanger coined the 
phrase “birth control” in the 
1920's to the 1960's when “the 
pill” became the most popular 
form of contraception in the US., 
prescribed to approximately 8.5 
million women in 1969, it could 
be assumed that by the presiden- 
tial election of 2012 the debate 
about birth control would have 
long since faded. 

But in fact, what the presiden- 
tial election of 2012 has really 
shown is just how prevalent the 
issue of birth control continues 
to be decades later. 

“Clearly there are always times 
when it (birth control) is con- 
tentious or an issue but it seems 
to be that in the last year or so it 
has really become a hot button 
issue” said Sarah Case, a history 
professor at Salisbury University. 

Controversy over the Obama 
administration's funding require- 
ment for birth control in the new 
healthcare plan has sparked what 
was once thought to have been an 
age-old battle involving contra- 
ception. 

At first, the Obama healthcare 
plan required all employers to 
cover birth control costs directly 
in their healthcare plans. In light 
of recent protests from religious- 
affiliated employers Obama com- 
promised on the grounds of 
moral objections. 

With the passage of this bill re- 
ligious-affiliated institutions are 
now exempt from this require- 
ment by refusing to fund contra- 
ceptives directly through 
employee healthcare. However, if 
they refuse, they are required to 
refer their employees/students to 
someone who will at a relatively 
low cost. 

Students, faculty and staff at 


Salisbury University could all be 
greatly affected by the outcome 
of this bill. 

Luke Tompkins, a 20-year-old 
junior at SU voiced his opinion 
on the subject. 

“Being a guy it wouldn't directly 
affect me but obviously if birth 
control were to become available 
on campus a lot more girls would 
use it.”

Payge Jennings, a 19-year-old 
sophomore at SU is involved in 
many religious-affiliated extracur- 
ricular activities such as Young 
Life and CRU, as well as being a 
member of Oakridge Baptist 
Church. Her outlook on birth 
control availability is somewhat 
nonchalant. 

“T wouldn't really care unless 
there was a riot,” Jennings said. 

SU's Student Health Services 
currently provides birth control 
services for many students 
through their own individual 
health care. 

For students without healthcare 
trying the pill for the first time, 
Student Health Services usually

After one week of recounts, US House of 
Representatives candidate Wendy Rosen has 
been declared the winner of the Democratic 
primary for Maryland’s 1st congressional 
district over opponent John LaFerla. 

Rosen won by a razor thin margin of 82 
votes out of more than 25,000 cast in the 
primary which was held on April 3, making 
it the closest primary in the state. Rosen will 
face incumbent Republican congressman 
Andy Harris in November. Harris was un- 
opposed in his primary. 

Rosen declared victory on the night of the 
primary, but LaFerla did not concede be- 
cause he thought the margin was much too 
small to declare a winner. All absentee bal- 
lots were counted over the course of the 
week after the primary. While LaFerla 


did slightly close the gap, it was not enough to 


change the outcome. 
After the recount was completed and the re-

sults finalized on April 12, LaFerla conceded de- 
feat and encouraged all his supporters to stand 
behind Rosen in the general election. 

“Our main objective is to fire Congressman 
Harris,” said LaFerla. “Rosen and I agree on 
many issues that are and will remain vital to the 
future of our district and our nation and I will 
do everything I can to make sure Wendy Rosen

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Rising tides threaten Delmarva Peninsula

An insightful yet alarming 
presentation of the Delmarva 
Peninsula’s past and potential fu- 
ture was given last Thursday night 
by Associate Professor of anthro- 
pology Elizabeth Ragan. 

Ragan detailed the Chesapeake 
region’s anthropological history 
and geographic significance while 
explaining that rising tides have 
significantly changed the sur- 
rounding areas for years. 

Ragan described how the bay 
area was hit by a meteor 35 mil- 
lion years ago which gave the 
Chesapeake its unique characteris- 
tics. Glaciers from different ice 
ages continued to contribute to 
the bay’s layout and for the last

primary competition.” 

Rosen will now face an uphill bat- 
tle to unseat Harris. 

The redistricting process in An- 
napolis has made the 1st district 
more Republican friendly. 

This is because the Democrats in 
Annapolis drew the redistricting map| 
in a way that hurts Maryland’s only 
other Republican representative, 86- 
year-old Roscoe Bartlett, by making 
his 6th district much more Demo- 
cratic-friendly. 

In order to do this, they redrew the 
1st district to make it the only Re- 
publican leaning district in the state. 
In the newly-drawn 1st district, regis4 
tered Republicans outnumber regis- 
tered Democrats by about 16,000. 
The old 1st district had an even 
number of registered Democrats 
and Republicans. Both candidates 
need to remember that the newly- 
drawn district also has a great num- 
ber of registered independents. 

The very thin margin of victory in 
the primary shows just how much a 
person’s vote matters. Both parties’ 
primaries experienced record-low 
turnouts. 

“This slim margin and low turnout 
tells us that citizens, particularly 
young people, need to understand 
that their vote does have a great im- 
pact,” said Rosen. “College students 
are very important to our message 
and our campaign. A key to winning

said Student Activism Club President, James 
Townsend. “By the end of the semester I would love 
to be able to say that the entire campus came together 


18,000 years the sea level has 
steadily been rising. 


Perhaps what is most alarming 


is that recent data shows an an- 
nual rise of three to four millime- 
ters per year. Ragan’s PowerPoint 
presented a variety of maps to 
support estimates that tides may 
raise by at least two feet by the 
end of the 21st century. 

“The western parts of the Del- 
marva Peninsula will be eroded,” 
said Ragan. “The marshlands 
which have long served as a storm 
buffer from tropical storms and 
hurricanes will no longer be there 
and storms will now hit directly.” 


Though Ragan’s presentation 


details the most likely scenario, 
some scientists predict a rise of 
20 feet, making Salisbury a beach- 
front town. These doomsday sce-

narios have been examined by sci- 
entists who believe the ice sheets 
of Greenland could melt raising 
worldwide sea levels drastically 

Most in the scientific commu- 
nity accept that global warming 
may be the cause of the acceler- 
ated rise of levels. Ragan ex- 
plained how carbon dioxide levels 
are already at such a point that 
should climate change be respon- 
sible, damage control may be fu- 
tile at this time. 

Some in attendance were sur- 
prised by how serious a threat ris- 
ing tides could present. “I knew 
tides were rising but I thought 
they went back down, too,” said 
long time Salisbury resident Alice 
Winterbourne. “This could be 
very serious for a lot of people 
soon.”

offers samples of different brands 
to save students the expense of a 
pricey prescription. For students 
without healthcare already on the 
pill, SU's Student Health Services 
refers them to other healthcare 
providers in the area including 
Planned Parenthood of Salisbury 
and the Wicomico County Health 
Department Family Planning 
Clinic. 

For Administrative Director of 
Student Health Services at Salis- 
bury University, Jennifer Berkman 
said the possibility of restricted 
access to contraceptive services 
would be hard to wrap her head 
around, 

“These are huge issues,” Berk- 
man said. “We want women to 
have safe access to what they 
need. Just like a mammogram. 
Would we deny women that basic 
right? From a women's rights 
standpoint this bill would be 
hugely beneficial.” 

If students, faculty and staff 
were not allowed access to these 
contraceptive services through the 
school and had to pay out of 
pocket, the percentage of women 
using contraception would almost 
definitely decrease, resulting in an 
increase in unwanted pregnancies, 


and changed the lives of people in a community a 


world away. 





abortions and ultimately emo- 
tional as well as physical turmoil 
for many women. 

“Would we rather be looking at 
the cost of an abortion as well as 
the emotional issues that go along 
with it or even the lifetime main- 
tenance of a child? Or the cost of 
birth control that prevents all of 
that in the first place?” Berkman 
said. 

Morgan Pulsifer, a 20-year-old 
sophomore at SU knows from ex- 
perience how beneficial this bill 
could be not only for herself but 
other students as well. 

“T think it's important that uni- 
versities support birth control be- 
cause it is such an essential part 
of many college students lives,” 
Pulsifer said “it would make my 
life so much easier if I had access 
to birth control directly through 
the school. Luckily, there are 
other places in the Salisbury area 
such as Planned Parenthood that 
make birth control more easily ac- 
cessible for students at a low 
cost.” 

The Obama healthcare bill re- 
quiring birth control coverage 
continues to draw attention from 
all sides of the controversy. While 
birth control seems to be a dying

Health 
insurance 
mandate is 


constitutional

The biggest Supreme Court case 


this year (or maybe even this decade) 


will determine the fate of the indi 
vidual mandate in the Patient Pro 
tection and Affordable Care Act. 

The individual mandate is the part 
of the president’s health care bill 
that requires everyone to buy health 
insurance. 

It is quite amusing that the Repub- 
lican Party is trying to convince the 
Supreme Court that the mandate is 
unconstitutional since the individual 
mandate for healthcare was origi 
nally a Republican idea. 

The individual mandate was first 
proposed in. 4993 by Republican 
Senator John Chafee of Rhode Ts 
laid to Couinter former Président 
Bill Clinton’s goal of providing all 
Americans with universal health care 
by forcing employers to provide 
coverage to their employees through 
regulated health maintenance organ 
izations or HMOs. 

Chafee, along with other Republi 
can Senator Bob Dole, wrote a bill 
that proposed that universal health 
cate be achieved by mandating indi 
viduals to buy health insurance, 
which is the individual mandate. 

Throughout the 1990s and 2000s, 
Republicans of all kinds supported 
this mandate, including Newt Gin 
grich and Mitt Romney. However, 
once Obama supported the mandate 
too, the Republican establishment 
flip-flopped and now all of a sudden 
detests the mandate. Republicans 
were for the mandate and now they 
ate against it. 

The Republican Party is now at 
tempting to argue that the individual 
mandate is unconstitutional because 
they think that it violates the Com 
merce Clause, under which Con 


gress has broad authority to regulate

interstate commerce. The Republi 
can Party is arguing that requiring 
people to buy something from a pri 
vate company that they may not 
want to buy would be too over 
reaching of the federal government. 

However, the preamble of the 
Constitution states that a respons! 
bility of the government is to “pro 
mote the general welfare.” 

Mandating people to buy health 
insurance in order to have afford 
able health care is promoting the 
general welfare since it is almost in 
evitable that a person will need 
health care services at some point in 
their lives. 

The Constitution gives Congress 
power to regulate interstate com 
merce, and health care services are a 
big part of interstate commerce, 
since costs are about 20 percent of 
the country’s gross national product. 

The purpose of the mandate is to 
achieve lower costs by having many 
families pay less in the form of pre¢ 
miums to subsidize the costs of 
those who receive care without in 
surance, Without the mandate, the 
insurance companies would be un 
able to provide care to those with 
preexisting conditions because they 
would not have young and healthy 
customers who are less likely to 
need their services in the immediate 
future. 

This way, if a person ever gets 
sick, they would not have to worry 


about paying extremely high hospital 


bills if they did not have insurance, 
but instead would be covered be 
cause they have been paying for the 
insurance throughout their lives. 
There have been many presidents 


before Obama who issued mandates 
for goods many people did:not-want 





to buy. George Washington issued 
an individual mandate when he was 
president requiring every citizen to 
buy a gun to protect themselves 
from the British if they ever at 
tacked again. 

The mandate was later repealed, 
but if Obama wanted to reinstate 
that same gun mandate I seriously 
doubt that the gun-toting Republi 
can Party leaders would ever try to 
make the case that it is unconstitu 
tional.

The 2012 presidential election 
is quickly approaching, as Re- 
publican nominee hopefuls 
slowly drop out of the race. 

The contenders that remain as 
of April 12 are Mitt Romney, 
Newt Gingrich and Ron Paul. 
One of the most controversial 
issues of this year's election is 
health care reform. President 
Barack Obama's health care re- 
form law is currently being in- 
vestigated by the U.S. Supreme 
Court to determine its constitu- 
tionality.

When Anthony Graves was asked to go to 
the police station in 1992, he was baffled but 
assured his family that he would be back 
right away. 

Little did he know, his life would be 
changed forever. 

Despite a complete lack of evidence, 
Graves was sentenced to death for murder 
and spent the next 18 years behind bars. 

Graves appeared at Salisbury University 
last Wednesday to share his story as a victim 
of judicial politics in Somerville, Texas. He 
called students to action, asking them to be 
aware of the reality of America’s judicial 
system. 

“T never, ever thought it would be me,” 
Graves said. “And you don’t either. But I 
guarantee you, at some point, you will be af- 
fected, either directly or indirectly (by the 
death penalty).” 

Graves explained that six people had been 
murdered, four of whom were young chil- 
dren.

After being kept in jail for over two years, 
Graves was finally given a trial, He was 
found guilty and sentenced to death. 

Graves had been prosecuted due to the 
community’s demand for justice. 

“They had a name and no evidence, but 
that was all they needed,” Graves said. “(The 
prosecutor) was not seeking justice; he was 
seeking to secure his job.” 


The man’s effort to secure his job forced 


“a night of compassion, remembrance and 
support as we honor survivors of sexual as- 
sault through personal stories, music, per 
formances, a candlelight vigil and march,” to 
be held Wednesday at 7 p.m. in the Wicomico 
Room. 

“Ryvents like Take Back the Night empower 
survivors and bring awareness to others about 
sexual violence,” said Kathleen Scott, director 
of the Campus Counseling Center. “Other 
events and programs provide education to 
students about the definitions and prevalence 
of sexual violence, how to become effective 
bystanders in the prevention of sexual vio 
lence and refuting myths and misperceptions 
about sexual violence.” 

Not everyone, however, believes such events 
are all that effective in negating the causes of 
sexual violence.

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Despite a lack of evidence, 
Anthony Graves was sentenced to 
death after being accused of 


murder. 


Graves to sacrifice everything. He was 
brought to Texas’s Death Row, and was 
treated “like an animal” for 12 years. 

One day, Graves was told that his case 
would be overturned, and he could go 
home. But it wasn’t that simple. He re- 
mained behind bars for the next four years 
as the authorities continued to search for ev- 
idence to re-convict him. 

Graves was finally saved by his own sup- 
posed enemy: the new prosecutor. The pros- 
ecutor was the first person to actually 
examine Graves’ case. As soon as she saw 
the facts, she moved to have the case dis- 
missed and Graves, after nearly two decades 
of imprisonment, was finally sent home. 

His life has been changed forever. Graves 
has spent the past two years rekindling his 
relationship with his family, earning a college 
degree and raising awareness to students 
about the reality that many Americans face 
each day. 

“Whether you want to or not, you have a 
role in politics,’ Graves said. “As a citizen, 
these things are done in your name. So I en- 
courage you: get involved.” 

Many students were moved by Grave’s 
story.

Sophomore social work major Jennifer 
Schomburg said he made her look at capital 
punishment, a topic she had never given 
much thought, in a new light. 

“We have such faith in our country that 
we forget that those who are in the criminal 
justice system are humans and naturally sin- 
ful,” she said. “We can't put them on a 
pedestal just because they are a judge or 
prosecutor... Who are we to play God?” 

According the Texas Execution Informa- 
tion Center, there are currently 318 people 
on Death Row in Texas, and there have been 
208 executions in the past decade. 

But there is some hope. Connecticut Gov.§ 
Dan Malloy has announced that he will sign F 
a bill outlawing capital punishment in his § 
state. Less than an hour after Graves’ lec- 
ture, Malloy appeared on The Rachel Mad- 
dow Show and said his opinion on the deat 
penalty changed after he tried and defended § 
several murder cases, 

“T see both sides’ arguments, but this is : 
not something that as a society we should b 7 
doing,” Mallow said in the interview, noting : 
that the U.S. is one of the few industrialized 
nations that still uphold the policy. 
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awareness months that CAV brings to SU in 
addition to sexual assault awareness (domestic 
violence in October and stalking in February), 
but also classroom presentations designed to 
reach a broad demographic. 

“If we can impart our knowledge to a di- 
verse group of people then we can encourage 
and teach them how step into a situation 
when they come across other people who may 
be exhibiting sexual violence or have miscon- 
ceptions,” Donaldson said. 

According to the Department of Justice in 
2010, one out of every four women will be 
victims of sexual assault during the duration 
of their college career.
